LONDON, August 16.—11 :30 p.m.—Despite the repeated repulses 
which they have suffered, the German battalions continue to move 
forward for a decisive encounter which cannot be delayed much 
longer, While there has been a lull in the fighting in Northern Bel- 
gium, the invaders are sweeping along the valley of the Meuse, south 
of Namur, and have reached Dinant, where part of a strong French 
foree, which is established behind that town, took the offensive and 
defeated them. : 

The incident shows that the French crossed the Belgian frontier 
to join hands with their allies not a moment too soon. All along the 
Alsace-Lorraine frontier the advancing guards of the two opposing 
armies have come in contact, and according to French official reports 
the Germans have been driven back everywhere with loss. 

Strong French forces are now in possession of all the passes of the 
Vosges mountains, from the west as far as those leading down to 
Colmar, Further south French forees are ready to proceed over the 
flat country toward Mulhausen. 

The French have taken the offensive along the line from Lune- 
ville to Saarburg, on the German frontier, but here, as iv the other 
theatres of war, the main armies have not come into contact. 

On the Austro-Servian and Austro-Russian frontiers both sides 
claim vietories in encounters. But those ean have little effect on the 
general result unless the Servians compel the Austrians to send 
stronger forces in an attempt to subdue them. 

Austria is preparing to resist an attack on her shores of the 
Adriatic, which possibly will be undertaken by the joint Anglo- 
Wrench feet. 

It is explained that the state of siege which has been proclaiined 
in Bulgaria is simply a precautionary measure so that the country 
will be prepared in ease of emergency.

CONVICTS’ LIBERTY WAS BRIEF 

Recklessly dashing away from the 
guards in charge of a gang of Work- 
men on the west side of the peniten- 
tiary grounds, two prisoners, Joseph 
Powell and A, Brown attempted to 
make theip, escape from custody 
shortly before four o'clock Saturday 
afternoon, but were captured before 
they had gone fifty yards by a guard, 
who discharged both barrels of his 
shotgun after them, inflicting slight 
wounds on both vf them, 

Brown and Powell were working 
With other prisoners building a small 
building on the west side of the peni- 
tentlary grounds near the corner of 
Jasper avenue and Government ave- 
nue. There were (wo guards in charge 
of them, one on either side, armed 
With shotguns, The two men suddenly 
threw down their tools in front of the 
guards and ran toward Government 
avenue a distance of 20 yards, While 
they Were crossing the street to enter 
a& small clump of trees one of the 
guards fired. The gun was loaded 
With small birdshot and took effect 
on both. Although the wounds were 
very slight the prisoners were fright- 
ened and no difficulty was experienc- 
ed in again taking them into custody. 

“Their attempt was the most fool- 
hardy thing imaginable,’ said Warden 
Ponsford “They deliberately tried to 
run away right under the noses of the 
two guards armed with guns, ‘They 
had absolutely no chance to succeed.’ 
ll was serving a term of three 
years, having been sentenced in Ed- 
monton last November on a charge of 
, White Slavery. Brown Was serving a 
two year term for theft, having en- 
tered the penitentiary last October 
With good behaviour the greater part 
of both their terms was up.
